It id generally reported 
to be curing up nicely, but there > 
is some complaint of bouse burn¬ 
ing. The acreage was much be¬ 
low the average, but the yield 
and quality as a whole, is very 
good. 

Corn cutting has advanced 
very well, but there is considers 
able late com not quite ready! 

Cora Js vey irr^ I 
ular, some fields showing the 
finest crops lor years, while | 
others are very light. It is opt' 
turning out quite as good as was i 
expected, and as a whole will be 
somewhat below the average. 

Apples have continued to de¬ 
teriorate, and are very poor. 
Peaches are very .irregular but 
somewhat better. 

Pastures and meadows have 
improved considerably in most 
Hc,etions, and the outfook foY 
fall feed is good. 

Potatoes are being dug, and a 
good crop is generally reported. 

Farm work has been badly de¬ 
layed by rain in some localities 
in the western section, but it is 
generally well up other por¬ 
tions of the State.
